And for that reaſon, I retired from 
London, that I might have no Inter- 
ruption; and am reſolud to purſue my 
Living Hiſtory, il I have Characte- 
rig d the principal Natives zz the Three 
Kingdoms. | 
This will be a great and difficult 
Task, eſpecially to a Man that is ſcru- 
prulons of doing the leaſt Injuſtice; and 
twill be ſtill the harder, as Perſons 
Words, Looks, and Actions, belye 
* their 
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their Hearts ; and without an Tefulible 
Rale,of which I know none, ſhall at leaſt 
be thought to Err, there being no way to 
prove. the contrary; and tho I ſhould 
incline to the moſt charitable ſede, 
Truth is the {ame in both; and there's 
the . UC Ii tice to Commend, as 
Dilcommend, where the Perſon don't 
deferuve it. So that to Write a Living 
Hiſtory as it ought to be, there muſt 
1 in all my CHARACTERS. au 
exceſſive Charity, and exaclf Juſtice,

for the Characters of the Living, arc 
much to be prefer d before thoſe of the 
Pt af we fe E plainly, hom lilile 
4 ruth 108 Character; contain; for 
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ow-a-days Men that Dye are Com- 
mended at a Price, and the Meaſure 
of their Legacy, is the degree of 
their Vertue : Solon ade a Law, 
Dat none ſbou d ſpeak evil of the Dead 
and hi: Reaſon was, for fear of Immor- 
tal Enemies. But the Memory of the 
Dead (whether Good, or Bad) ſhoud 
be Treated with greater Nicety, than 
thoſe that are Living ; ſor to theſe we 
owe a Nobler Juſtice, than to other 
Perſons, as they are unable to Right 
themſelves e But if we look into the 
Funeral Sermons of this Age, we ſhall 
find the good Deeds of the Vertuous 
heightned to that exceſs, that one would 
think, there was nothing of Sin or In- 
firmity in em And for the Vicious, 
their Crimes are ſo exaggerated, they 
ſearce allow em the Leaſt degree of Hu- 
mane Vertues. e 
But whatever Treatment the Dead 
meet with, if the World were as much 
in love with Truth as it were to be 
wiſhed, there might be good uſe 4 A 
Hiſtory of Living Men, and all Per- 
ſons (except they were — Baſh- 
ful) would as willingly ſee the W 
. 3 0

of their Minds, as of their Faces, and 


(ſeeing no Man knows but himſelf 


may come into this Hiſtory) be as 
fond of making them worth the Draw- 
ing, Sir William Cornwallis. ſazth 
of Montaign's Eſſays, That it was the 
likeheſt Book to advance Wiſdom, 


| becauſe the Author's own Experience 


is the chiefeſt Argument in it. And 
indeed, ſhould every Man Write An 
Hiſtory of his own Life, comprehen- 
ding as well his Vices, as Vertues, 
(which ] hope many will do, and ſend 
em to me, that their Characters may 
be the more exact) hom vſeful would this 
prove to the Public? But ſuch an Im- 
partial Hiſtory of Living Men may ra- 
ther be wiſhed for, than expected, ſince 
Men have ever prefer'd their own Pri- 
vate Reputation, before the real Good 
of themſelves, or others. 


IF any Perſon will be ſo Generous as 


to ſend me his own Character, let

I oſopher never wanted occaſion for his 


Tears, whilſt he conſider d himſelf: Sg 
that a Man's Writing his own Life, is 


20 improper thing, for every Man beſt 


knows himſelf, or at leaſt be has this 
to ſay, (as an Apology for treating of 
himſelf ) that never any Man treated 
of a Subje# he better underſtood and 
knew; and therefore in this Subject, he 
is the moſt underſtanding Man a- 
live. 

If theſe Conſiderations wont prevail 
with my Readers to ſend me their true 
Characters, perhaps they ll repent it 
when tis too late ;, for in this Living 
Hiſtory, III ſpare neither Saint nor 
Sinner; 20, tho (like a Rich Crimi- 
nal) he'd buy off his Name with a Purſe 
of Guinea's : And as I ſhall Laſh Of-

We | 
are led by Examples, more than 
Precepts; and A Living Hiſtory of 
good Men, will invite us 0 follow their 
holy Examples : 5 and a Character of 
Na Men, will teach us how to avoid 
their Snares end Temptations. So that 
by publiſhing A Hiſtory of Living Men 
and Women, (for I ſhall Characterize 
the moſt Eminent of both Sexes) we 
ſhall begin to know one another a little; 
and, which is much better, ſhall a 
jo the Knowledge of our ſelves. 

Then I can't but think the Pious (of 
either Sex) will contribute their Own 
Characters, (and that of their Friends) 
towards the perfeFing this Living Hi- 
ſtory : But whether they will or not, 1 

have 
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have here led the way, and will purſue 
it, till I have CharaGeriz.d a Thou- 
ſand Perſons, but more eſpecially thoſe” 
T have known my ſelf. 

But perhaps ſome will ſay, Tis 
impoſſible for any one Man to give 
the true Character of the Principal 
Natives of Three Kingdoms, without 
holding a Correſpondence in all thoſe 
Places where the Perlons live, whoſe 
CHARACTERS I publiſh. To this T 
Anſwer, Suppoſe my Hiſtory was all Col- 
lections, Is the Honey the worſe, be- 
cauſe the Bee ſucks it out of many 
Flowers ? Or, is the Spider's Web the 
more to be prais'd, becauſe” it is ex- 
trated out of her own Bowels? Rea- 
der, Wilt thou ſay, The Taylor did not 
make the Garment, becauſe the Cloth it 
was made of was weaved by the Wea- 
ver 

Therefore, let no-body inſiſt upon the 
Matter J Write, but my Method iz 
Writing. If I have borrow'd any thine 
(either from living, or dead Authors) 
let them obſerve in what I borrow; if 
JI have known how to chuſe what is pro- 

per to raiſe or relicve the Invention, 
which 
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which 1s always my own; for if 1 jteal 
from others, tis that they may ſay for 
me, What either for want of Language, 
or want of Senſe, I cannot my ſelf ex- 
preſs. Iii true, I have always an Idea 
in my Soul, which preſents me a better 
Form than what I have in this Hiſtory 
made uſe of, but I cannot catch it, nor 
fit it to my purpoſes I can neither 
pleaſe nor delight my ſelf, much leſs 
Raviſh any one The beſt Story in the 
World, would be ſpoil d by my handling. 
If therefore I Tranſplant any of others 
Notions into my own Soil, and Con- 
found them among my own, I pur- 
poſely conceal the Author, to awe the Te- 
merity of thoſe precipitous Cenſures that 
fall upon all ſorts of Writings, I will 
have wy Reader wound Dryden through 
my ſides, and rail againſt Congreve, 
when they think they rail at me. T1 
z:uſt ſhelter my own Weakneſs under theſe 
great Reputations. So that having un- 
acrtaken to Write a Hiſtory of Living 
Men, I ſhall manage it ſo, that the Au- 
thors of it (whether Dead or Alive) 
ſhall never be known.

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And to engage my Readers to Buy 
Every Part of this Living Hiſtory, 
that my Bookſeller may mot Ruine 
himſelf to oblige the Publick) no Man 
ſhall know when his Lite will be Trumpt 
up, that he may buy each Part as 'tis 
publiſo d, in expe@ation of his own Cha- 
rater. Ana Reader, for thy greater 
Encouragement to promote this Work, I 
ſhall keep as near to the Truth as poſ- 
feble, in theſe Thouſand Characters;

ſhould be, rather than what they are,

She ſpent her Childhood in thoſe 


Studies, by which Gererons and IIu- 


ſtrious Souls are raisd to the Expe- 


tation of great Fortunes. 

Having furniſh'd herſelf as well 
with Chriſtian, as Royal Vertues, ſhe 
began to write WOMAN, and her 
Fitteenth Year approached, and hand 
in hand with the increaſe of Time, 
went the Acquiſition of all Graces. 
Her leaſt Perfection, wou'd render 
another moſt Accompliſht. In her 
Royal Breaſt, all Vertues were at. 
{trife, all overcame: Nothing was 
here mean, ſhe being no other than

Royal Perſon, nora Hill high enough 
tor the notice of a Virgin ſo Exem- 


plary ; for her ſpreading Fame reach- 


ing the Danifhþ Court, Prince George 
ot Demark Petitions for her Royal 
Heart, (the only Man in the World 
that cou'd merit ſo great a Princeſs) 
and they have liv'd ſo Lovingly ſince 
their * Marriage, that ſure enough, 
The Banns of their Matrimony were ast 
in Heaven.

But ſhou'd I trace 
this Glorious Princeſs through all 
the Perfections in which ſhe ſhin'd 
(either as a Wife, or Chriſtian) in a 
Lower Orb, I ſhou'd not know how 
to begin, nor where to end. 

For firſt, in her relation to the 
Prince, ſhe 15 the greateſt Pattern of 
Conjugal Love that e'er was heard 
of ʒ for the Nineteen Years the Prince 
has been Marry'd to her, he never 
ſaw any thing in her cou'd be call'd 
a Fault. Solomon adds to many Com- 
mendations of a Vertuous Woman, 
That her Husband Praiſes her And 
(1 may without Treaſon ſpeak it) Prince 
George's Love to the Queen, is her 
beſt Elogy.

Thus the Queen endeavours to 
Encourage Piety and Vertue, to Op-

In order 
to this, ſhe daily ſets in her own

Let us attend her to the Chappel, 
and there we ſhall find her Pious 
and Devout in Prayer, Reverent and 
Attentive in Hearing; and if ſne hap- 
pens toòneeze in the time of Divine Ser- 
vice, ſhe diſlikes the Bowings and Crin- 
ges of the Sycophant Crowdzprofeſſing 
that in the Houſe of God the diſtin- 
crion is the ſame, of Meaneſt and 
Higheſt, from the Moſt Infinite Ma- 
jeſty; that we may juſtly conclude 
her Piety to be as a Rich Diamond 
in the Ring of her Royal Vertues. 
Conſtantine always heard Sermons

Church-menz whom ſhe does Reve- 
rence for their Function, and Love for 
their Fidelity. iel 
As ſhe is thus Devout on the 
Lord's Day; ſo her Piety is no leſs 
apparent in the choice ſhe has made of 
Religion: Our Gracious Queen is 
a True Daughter of the Church of 
England; and is ſo well ſatisfy d to 
go to Heaven in That way, that ſhe 
tells the Parliament, My own Princi- 
ples muſt always keep me entirely firm 
to the Intereſts and Religion of the 
Church of England, and will encline 
me to countenance thoſe who have the 
trueſt Zeal to ſupport it. She is at 
once a Dutitul Daughter, and an In- 
dulgent Mother of the Church ; e- 
{teeming it (with thar good Empe- 
ror) a greater Honour to be a Member 
of the Church, than Head of an Em- 
pire. Nor is ſhe only a Gracious 
Patron of the Church, but alſo a 
Reſolute Champion in behalf of the 
Hierarchy ; as well remembring That 
Prophetick Apothegm of James I. No 
Biſhop, no King. In a word, ſhe is a 
| : Queen 
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Queen ſo Religious, ſo Devout, and 
ſo Conformable to the Rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church of Eng- 
land, that if all her Subjects were like 
the Queen, we ſhou'd then have a 
Kingdom of Saints. 

But tho Queen Anne be a Glorious 
Detender of the Faith and Practice 
of the Church of Exgland, yer ihe 
has a larger Soul than to confine her 
Protection to one Party: She Loves 
and Values the Image of God where- 
ever ſhe finds it, and for that Rea- 
{on, ſhe has promis'd to Preſerve 
and Maintain The AZ of Toleration ʒ 
and to confirm this, ſhe teils the 
Parliament, I Dall always wiſh that 
uo difference of Opinion, among thoſe 


that are equally affected to my Service, 


may be the occaſion of Heats and Ani- 
moſities among themſelves. 


2. As to Her Wiſlom, --—— This 


Quality is fo eminent in Queen Anne, 


that ſhe was taught to Reign before 
ſhe cou'd know herſelf; ſhe knew 
that a Prince withour Letters, is 4

Pilot without Eyes, All his Govern- 
ment is Groping. oF 

Behold Queen Anne at the Council 
Table, and there you'll find her Prin- 
cipal in all Tranſactions of State; 
and the Wiſeſt about her, but Ac- 
ceflaries ; for ſhe nevers Acts by any 
implicit Faith in State-matters. 

It is reported of our Heury IV. That 
he ſtood more upon his own Legs, 
than any of his Predeceſſors had 
done, in caſes of Difficulty ; not Re- 
fuſing, but not needing the Advice 
of others; which might confirm, but 
not better his own * But 
this is a far greater and a truer Com- 
mendation of Queen Anne. This 
Wiſdom for Government, has been 
admir'd in her by ſeveral Ambaſſa- 
dors from Foreign Nations, to whom 
ſhealways Anſwers Wiſely, and Grave- 
ly concerning Affairs of the greatcſt 
Moment. 

In a word, ſhe has been an Eye- 
witneſs, and taithful Obſerver of 
the lnconvenience which attend Miſ- 
carriages in Government, and the 
Advantages which reſult from a Wiſe 

Admi- 
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Adminiſtration; and is conſequently, 
qualify'd, from her own Experience, 
to avoid the one, and cultivate the 
other. 


As to Her Juſtice, — (the Third 
Perfection of a good Monarch) If we 
enter her Courts of Judicature, there 
ſhall we behold Jſtice with her 
Sword and Ballance , equally di- 
viding, and impartially weighing 
out the Rewards of Vertue, and Pu- 
niſhments of Vice ; Poverty never 
excluding the Innocent, nor Power 


abſolving the Guilty: And tho' the 
Afplum of her Mercy is never ſhut to 


the meaneſt Supplicant, whom the 
rigor of the Law hath caſt, yet is 
ſhe always inexorable to the Suppli- 
cations of the greateſt Offender, if 
found Guilty of willful Murder: As 
her Juſtice is blind to all Offenders, 
her Hands are continually open to 
receive the Petitions of her meaneſt 
Subjects; not like Demetrius, who 
threw the Petitions of his People into 
the Water ;, ſhe is always ready and 
expectant to receive them, and never 

better 
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better pleaſed than when ſhe takes 


them from the Hands of the pooreſt | 


Petititioner; juſtly meriting the ſtile 
of James V. of Scotland, who was 
call d, The Poor Man's King. 

Again, he that reads her Speech 
on the 11th of March, will find her 
« moſt Strick and Religious Obſerver 
of her Word: And in her Farewel to 
the laſt Parliament, ſhe tells the 
Commons, That their doing of Juſtice 
(by making good the Deficiencies) 
will be a laſting Honour and Credit 
to the Nation. So that our Sovereign 


Lady eſteems Juſtice (both in Word 


and Action) a moſt Sacred Thing ; 
and ſhe is fo Inepartial in the Exer- 
ciſe of this Princely Vertue, that ſhe 
tells us in the ſame Speech. That Juſtice 
ſhall be carefully A lminijtired to All 
her SubjeFs : There is now no Spies to 
catch at every Whiſper, and make a 
Min an Offender for a Word; but 
Law is duly Adminiſtred, Religion 
Maintain'd, Learning Encourag'd the 
Arts liberally Profeſſed and Rewar- 
ded : Our Merchauts Traffick with 
Safety an Honour whereſoever the 
tes nceceſſity

neceſſity of their Employments lead 
em; and no corner of the World 
ſo Barbarous, but the Name of Queen 
Anne is welcome and glorious. But 
I need not enlarge upon this Head - 
For, The Queens Order againſt Selling of 
Places, is a matchleſs proof of her 
great Reſpect to Merit and Juſtice; 
* but yet ſuch Juſtice as is temper d 
* with Mercy, remembring what God 
* hath told her in the Scriptures, That 
© the Throne ſhall be upholden by Mercy. 

So much for her. Royal Vertues, 


of Piety, Wiſdom, and Juſtice. 


As to Her Goodneſs, (the Fourth 


Qualification of a good Princels) ſhe 


has been heard to ſay, All the Great- 
neſs and Happineſs of a Queen, is to 
make Her Vertues a viſible Image of in- 
viſible Divinity ;, then to imprint the 
ſame on her Subjects, as the Sun 
doth his Brightneſs on the Rainbow, 
And indeed, her whole Reign is one 
continu'd inſtance of Goodzeſs to thoſe 
{he Governs ; for (beſides that Piety, 
Wiſdom, and Juſtice, which adorn 
her Crown) ſhe's ſuch A Nurſing- 

” Mother 
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Mother to all her People, that ſhe 
looksupon the whole Kingdom as her 
own Family, and concerns herſelf as 
much for the Good and Welfare of 
all her Subjects, as Parents do for their 
Children, or Guardians for their Pu- 

ils. 1 8 

2 Such is her pious and paternal 
Care over her people, that the moſt 
ſullen Ingratitude cannot but ac- 
knowledge her the Mother of her 
Country ; teaching her People Obe- 
dience to her Laws, not ſo much by 
Proclamation, as Example: As ſhe is 
Imperio Maximus, ſo ſhe is Exemplo 
Major, as Paterculns ſays of Tiberius. 
Or, as it is ſaid of Lycurgns, that fa- 
mous Lawgiver, He never ordain d any 
thing to Others, which he did not firit 
exactly obſerve himſelf. In a word, 
ſhe is ſo chaſte in her Love, ſo pious 
in her Devotions, and ſo ju? in all 
her Actions, that the Law-Maxim of 
Rex non peccat, was never more true 
ot any Qaeen, than of Her. If all 
subjects (as a Great Man obſerves) 
did ſincerely conſider the Relation 


between their Princes and Them- 
ſelves,

* ſelves obliged to bear the ſame Love 
and Affection, to pay the ſame Ho- 
*nour and Reverence to their Nur- 
* ſing-Mothers, as they do to their 
Natural Parents. Domitian thought 
it not meet to ſuffer any Man to live, 
who had {poke ill of his Prince: And 
the Kings of Peru were ſo Reveren- 
ced by their Subjects, (and ſo faith- 
fully Served) that never any of their 
Subjects were found guilty of Trea- 
ſon, Indeed, the People of Niceræ 
Gua in America, had no Law for the 


2 Killer of a King; but it was for the 


ſame reaſon that Solon appointed 
none for a Man's Killing of his Fa- 
ther; both of em conceiting, that 
Men were not ſo unnatural, as to 
commit ſuch Crimes. Twas the ſay- 
ing of a King of England, If his Sub- 
jets knew the weight of a Crown, they 
wou'd not take it up if it lay in the 
High-way. Did Her Majeſties Sub- 
jects conſider this, they wou'd en- 
deavour to make her Reign as eaſie 
as poſſible; wou'd live in as much 


Peace and Unity with their Feliow- 


ſubjects, as if they dwelt together in 
| one 
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one Family ; neither wou'd they for 
difference in Opinion, break out in- 
to Parties and Factions; much leſs 


wou'd they Sacrifice the Peace of the 


Kingdom, to their own private Re- 
ſentments; and mingle Heaven and 


Earth for the ſupporting of a Side. 


But whilſt ſuch Narrow-ſoul'd Chri- 
ſtians as theſe appropriate their Faith 
and Charity to a Canton, (and let 
em Live in a little corner of the 


World by themſelves. for they are 
{carce worthy to enjoy the benefit 
of an univerſal Sun, and Goſpel) 


our Gracious Queen Rales for the good 
of others; and being acted by this 
Noble Principle, ſhe never makes

II. A Brief Account o fibe Life and * 
raGer of His Royal Highneſs, Prince 
George of Denmark. 


Aving given a Brief Account 
of the Life and Character of our 


Gracious NT I ſhou'd next, (ac- 
3 to the order of Place and Dig- 
ity) Characterize the Royal Conſort 
of her Bed, Prince George of Denmark. 
But, to name Prince George, 1s 
to caſt a Cloud upon former Ages, 
and to benight Poſterity : Upon a 
Survey of his whole Lite, I find not 
any Men, in all the Records of the 
Ancients, or the Writings of the 
more Modern Authors, over whom 
Prince George hath not ſome Advan- 
tage; nor any One's Lite, taken al- 
together, ſo Admirable as His ; nor 
any thing Admirable in any, that 1s 
not in Him: In him alone, are to be 
found all the vertuousQualities of the 
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beſt Princes in the World, without 
the Vices of any of em; for he on- 
ly hath made it appear, {hat great 
Vertues may be, without the attendance 
of great Vices. It was ſaid of our 
Henry V. That he had ſomething in 
him of Ceſar, which Alexander the 
Great had not, That he won d not be 
Drunk ;, and ſomething of Alexander 


the Great, which Ceſar had not, That 


he wou'd not be Flatter d But Prince 
George has the Vertues of all, with- 
out the Vices of any: He as much 
exceeds all other Princes, as other 
Princes do all other Men. He is the 
Pattern and Standard of Honour to the 
Nation, a QOniverſal Gentleman; and 
in a word, is whatever a good Prince 


ought to be. And therefore, if Alex- 


ander the Great gave ſtrict commands, 
that no Painter ſhou'd dare to make 
his Picture, but Ape/les ; how ought I 
to bluſh for preſuming to Characterize 
His Royal Highneſs 2 My beſt Apo- 
logy is, His Name has freed it ſelf 
iron the danger of a Panegyrick ; 
o that I can tell nothing New in his 


Character to Mankind: For, when I 


have 
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have but once named Prince George 
of Deu mar, the World will antici- 
pate all my Commendations, and go 
faſter before me, than I can follow. 
But ſecing Panegyricks on Living 
Princes are often accus'd of Flattery, 
I ſhall verifie my Character of His 
Royal Highneſs, by traceing his Life 
from his Birth, till now. 

To begin with his Birth : Prince 
George of Denmark is 2d Son of Fre- 
derick HI. late King of Denmark, and 
Uncle to Chriſtiern V. the preſent 
King. He was Born at Copenhagen in 
April, 1653; and in 1668, he went 
to Travel into ſeveral parts of Eu- 
rope. As he came into the World 
with all the Advantages of a Royal 
Birth and Education; ſo he has ren- 
der'd both yet more conſpicuous, by 
his matchleſs Vertues: By theſe, 
(tho' he is not Crown'd) he hath a 
Title to all our Hearts. 

Thus the morning of his Life was 
clear and calm; and ever fince, his 
whole Life has deen a continud Se- 
ries of Heroick Actions; which he 
began ſo Early, that he was no ſoo- 
1 ner 
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ner nam d in the World, but it was 
with Joy and Admirat ion. Even 
the firſt Bloſſoms of his Youth paid 
us all that cou'd be expected trom 
a ripening Manhood ; while he pra- 
ctic d but the Rudiments of War, he 
 out-went all other Captains; and 
has found none to ſurpaſs, but him- 
ſelf alone. The opening of his 
Glory, was like that of Light, He 
ſhone to us from far, and diſclos d 
his firſt Beams on diſtant Nations, 
He Fought ſeveral Battles in Den- 
mark, Sweden, Ireland, &c. And 
where-ever he charg'd in Perſon, he 


was a Conqueror. To deſcribe all 


his Victories, wou'd require a Vo- 
lume. In 75, he was at the Taking 
of Wiſmer from the Swedes ; and in 
76, he Commanded part of the Da- 
niſb Army in Schonen, againſt the King 
of Sweden; and Signaliz'd his Va- 
lour at the Battle of Lunden; as he 
did the following Year ar the fa- 
Mmous Battle of Landſcroon : And with 
what Courage he behav'd himſelf at 
the Memorable Battle of the Boyne, is 
known to every one. So that His 

Royal 
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Royal Highneſs, Prince George of 
Denmark, juſtly Merits the Honour 
of being Generaliſſimo of all Her Ma- 
jeſties Forces by Sea and Land; not 
only as he is the Royal Conſort of 
our Gracious Queen; but alſo, on 
the account of his Royal Birth, and 
Perſonal Valour. 36-07 
Having traced this Illuſtrious Hero 
through his Dawning Years, and 
follow'd him through Fire and Smoke, 
in the gaining of Victories ; I will 
: now ſtart back from the Roaring of 
Cannon, to conſider Prince George 
as Husband to our Sovereign Lady. 
This makes him the 2d Perſon (for 
place and Dignity.) in the Three 
Kingdoms; and may he live long, to 
enjoy this deſerved Honour. Since his 
Advancement to this high Poſt, no 
Man has felt his Hand; unleſs in 
raiſing the Oppreſſed from the Pit of 
Miſery, or advancing the Deſerving 
do the Hill of Honour: And if we 


mind his Conduct in the late Revo- 


> lution, we ſhall find his Vertue, Cou- 
rage, and Chriſtian Patience, carry'd 
> him, with an unwearied courſe, thro 


both 
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both the Hemiſpheres of Proſperity 3 , 
and Adverſity, compaſſing (as I may 
ſay) the whole Globe of both Fortunes, 
and rendring him an unparallel'd 
Pattern of ſuch Vertues, as were for- 
merly undiſcover'd to the World; , 
and ſtill remain'd as a Terra Incog- |: 
#ita to other Princes, had not his 
'Adntirable Example taught them, 
and others, That no Croſs is too 
heavy for a Chriſtian Reſolution ; | 
nor any Difficulty too hard, for Jertue 
to conquer. He venturd his A/ in |: 
the late Revolution; and did all that 
was POSSIBLE, to Deliver us from 
Popery and Slavery : Twas this Tore 
him from the King, his Father, and 
made him ſend him the following |?

Thus, Reader, vou ſee P. George's 
Concern for the Proteſiant Religion, 
made him venture his Lite,to Preſerve 
it. Valour is ſo Eſſential a part of His 
Royal Highneſs, that tis part of his 
Being ; and the happy Effects of 1t, 
For the Support of his Native Country, 
(for fo he calls Exgland, by the En- 
dearing Tye of Marriage) is never to be 
comprehended, but by Admiration. 

Nor are hisExcellencies ill Houſed : 
His fair Soul is Tenant to a lovely 
and well-proportion'd Body. His 
Stature of a juſt proportion, his Bo- 
dy erect and active, of a delicate Con- 
ſtitution, yet ſo ſtrong withal, as if 
Nature had deſign d him to be the 
{trite of Mars and Venus; his Coun- 
tenance Amiable and Beautiful, where- 
in the White Roſe of Jorꝶ, and the 
Red Roſe of Lancaſter, are united. 
Paterculus faith of Hberius, His Coun- 
tenance proclaim d him King : So Ma- 
jeſtick is the Countenance, and ſo 
Winning the Carriage of his Royal 
Highneſs, that his very Enemies (if 
he has any) will become his Converts. 
His Hair inclines to A Brown ; but 
| TY bis 
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his Care and Concern for the Publick, 
will ſoon change it into a White; 
at once the Emblem ot his Innocence, 
and his Fortune, His Eyes are clear, 
and ſhining, his Brow proclaims Fi- 
de ity ; and his whole Frame, of Face 
and Favour, is a moſt Perfect Mix- 
ture of Majeſty and Sweetnefs : So 
that Heaven has taken care to form 
Prince George for an Hero; he has 
all the Advantages of Mind and Body, 
and an Uluſtrious Birth, conſpiring to 
render him an Extraordinary Per- 
ſon. So goodly a Fabrick was never 
tram'd by an Almighty ArchiteF, for 
a vulgar Gueſt : He ſhew'd the value 
which he ſet upon his Mind, when 
he took care to have it ſo Nobly and 
fo Beautifully lodg'd. And to a 
gracetul Faſhion, and Deportment of 
Body, there 1s join'd a pleaſant Con- 
verſation, and an Eaſie Greatneſs : 
All which he poſſeſſes in the height 
of their Perfection 

Thus long have we beheld Prince 
(Zeorge as a MAN, let us now view 


him, as a Husband, as a Father, and 
as a Chriſtian; and laſtly, (deſcribe |: 
him 
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him in his new Honours) as Lord High 


Admiral of England; and we ſhall 


find him alike Excellent i in all theſe. 
As an Husband — He is' a rare 
Example of Love and * Chaſtity. His 
Conjugal Vertues have deſerv'd to beſet 
as an Example to the Primitive Age; 
they approach ſo near to Sia p, oy. 
in ours, that I can ſcarce ſpeak of 
his Love to the Queen, without a 
Satyr on many others. The Title 
of Royal Highneſs is common to all 
the King's Children, in whoſe Pre- 
ſence, all Subjects ought to be Unco- 
ver'd, and to Kneel when they are 
admitted to Kiſs their Hands, &. And 
by the Articles of Marriage, Prince 
George is declar'd to bè receiv d 
as one of the Princes of the Blood- 
Royal of England; and all his Officers 
i Servants to be appointed 'with 
the approbation of the King of Eng- 
land : But if his Honours were mea- 
ard by his Love to the Queen, (and 
Care 9 the Publick) they wou'd riſe 
to the Title of Majeſty. "Tis laid, at 
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his firſt Saluting the Queen, He pro- 
feſſed, That he wou'd be no longer 


Maſter of Himſelf, than whilſt he 
was a Servant to Her, If any diffe- 
rence is, tis who of the Two ſhall 
be moſt Obliging ; ſo that, an even 
Thread of Endearment runs through 
all they Speak, or Act. And this 
Great Tenderneſs is become fo re- 
markable, that tis Proverbally ſaid; 
(where we ſee a Couple exceſſive 
Fond) that They Love like the Queen 
aud Prince. And indeed, they have 
ſet ſuch a matchleſs Pattern of Con- 
jugal Love, that to receive the Bleſ- 
ſings and Prayers of Mankind, they 
need only to be ſeen together, we 
are ready to conclude, that they 
are 4 Pair of Angels, ſent below, to 
make Vertue amiable in their Per- 
ſons, or to fit to Poets, when they 
wou'd pleaſantly inſtruct the Age, 
by drawing Goodzeſs in the moſt 
perfect and alluring Shape of Na- 
ture. Queen Annes Beauties, (as 
Mr. Tate obſerves) were juſtly made 
the Prize of Prince George's Fame; 
and as a further proof of her be- 

ing 
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<ing defign'd by Heaven for a gene- 
© ral Bleſſrg, we triumph in her Nup- 
© tials with this Auſpicious Prince, 
ho (beſides his Conjugal Vertues) 
© has ſtrengthned our Monarchy with 
* a moſt Powerful Alliance. 


As a Father —— How tender was 
he of his Children? In particular, 
How careful of the Education of the 
Duke of Gloceſter in the true Prote- 
ſtand Religion, and in thoſe Royal 
Vertues neceſſary for a Young Prince? 
— If I can but once find the Fear 
of God in thoſe about me, (ſaid the 
Pious Conſtantine) I ſhall have enough 
for my Self and Children, they will 
be all cared for. Prince George is of 

the ſame Opinion, in ſaying, Religion 
is the moſt juſtifiable Cauſe in the World, 
and that he coud not diſguiſe his con- 
cern for that Religion, in which he 
was Educated. A good Education is 
never worn out: It hung about me 
(ſaid the Noble N when I min- 
ged it leaff. And for this Reaſon,

Prince George took' care to form the 
Mind of his Son by the Principles of 
Vertue; and none are too Great to 
follow this pious Example; for tis 
the Duty of Parents, from the High- 
eſt to the Loweſt, to ſee their Chil- 
dren brought up in the Fear of God; 
(for certainly, tis better not to be at 
all, than to be Miſerable) and accor- 
dingly, Prince George ſet out his Son 
in the fair way to Heaven; and the 
Princely Youth liv'd fo exactly his Fa- 
ther's Precepts, that his Dying, was 
only to leave this World, to be 
Crown'd Above. = 


As a Chriſtian He is a bright 
Example of ſolemn and unaffected 
Devotion : He Prays with humble 
Reverence, Hears the Word with re- 
ſpectful Silence, and with ſerious Ap- 


plication of Spirit, as duly conſider- 


ing the Infinite Interval, between the 


Supremacy of Heaven, and Princes 


on Earth ; that their Greatneſs, in 
itz Luſtre, is but a faint and vaniſhin 
Reflection of the Divine Majeſty. And 


his Religion is all of a piece; for he 
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is ſtrictly 7a, as well as fincerely De- 
vont; he diſtributes his Favours with 
ſo equal Hands, that Juſtice herſelf 
cou'd not have held the Scales more 
Even ; and with that natural propen- 
lity to do Good, that were the whole 
World his own, his Inclinations to 
Bounty muſt have Ruin'd him: And 
he is thus Devout, Ju, and Boun- 
tiful, from a Principle of Conſcience, 
chooſing rather to be Good, than 


Laſtly, — Let us view him, as 
Lord High Admiral of England, and 
we ſhall fee him as the Soul of the 
Royal Navy, acting vigorouſly, and 
regularly, every particular Member 
in its ſeveral Place and Office. Prince 
George in this High Poſt, is entruſted 
with the Management of all Mari- 
time Affairs, and the Government of 
the Queen's Navy : With power of 
Decifion in all Cauſes Maritime, as 
well Civil, as Criminal, of all things 
done upon, or beyond the Sea, in 
any part of the World; in all Ports 
and Havens upon the Sea-coaſts, and 

all 
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all Rivers below the tirſt Bridge next | 
towards the Sea. In ſhort, the Ad- | 
miralty being in a manner a ſeparate | 
Kingdom from the reſt, Prince George 
of Denmark (the Lord High Admiral) 
may be reputed VICE-ROY thereof. 
A Multitude of Officers, High and 
Low are under him, both at Sea and 
Land; ſome of 4 Military, others of | 
a Civil Capacity; fome Judicial, o- 
thers Miniſterial : And under him is 
held The High Court of Admiralty ; 
the Places whereof, are in his Gift. 
And, as 'tis in his power to oblige 
all who can pretend to merit from 
the Publick ; ſo it is more in his Na- 
ture and Inclination. So that Her 
Majeſties care of her Subjects is ſut- 
ficiently ſeen, in making Pr. George 
Lord High Admiral For this Office 
is held by Patent; and is ſo great a 
Truſt, that it has been uſually given 
to none but Princes of the Royal Blood. 
The laſt who bore it, was the Late 
Duke of York, before he came to the | 
Crown : After which. the Office was 
Executed by ſeveral Lords Commiſſio- 
ners: But now the whole _

47 
devolved upon Prince George, and he 
merits this Great Honour, He makes 
the Laws and the true Intereſt of Eng- 
land, the ſtandard and meaſure of all 
his Actions. So that, as Lord High 
Admiral, he is a Good ſo Univerſal, 
that his Care of our Fleet and Sea- 
men, &*c. is no more to be circum- 
{crib'd, than the Sun and Elements, 
which are of Publick Benefit to Mans 


But I'll ſtop here, for Prince George 
ſo excels in every Vertue, that to 
ſpeak of him more (either as a Hus- |. 
band, Father, Chriſtian, or Soldier) 

is only (like that fooliſh Captain, 

who declar'd before Hannibal of the 
Art of War) to betray my Ignorance: 
For, like thoſe who have ſurvey d 
the Moon by Glafles, I can only tell 
of 4 new ſhining World above us, but 
not relate the Riches and Glories of 
the place. I can only. fay in gene- 
ral, That the Souls of other Men 
ſhine out as little Crannies, they un- 
derſtand ſome one Thing, perhaps, 
to admiration, while they are dark- 
ned on all the other parts: But the 
H Soul 
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Soul of His Royal Highneſs is az en- 
tire Globe of Light, breaking out on 
every fide. And if in this Character 
I have only diſcover d one Beam of 
it, tis not that the Light falls un- 
equally ; but becauſe the Body which 
receives it, is of unequaT parts. 


To conclude his Character; He 
has Piety enough for a Saint, Cou- 
rage enough for a General, Sence e- 
nough for a Privy Councellor, and Soul 
enough for a King; Fears nothing 
but God, and Loves nothing on Earth 
like the Queen, and the Kingdoms 
ſhe Governs ; and, ui a word, if ever 
any, — Prince George of Denmark 
is a Good Man.

| land, I (hall add a Brief Ac- 
count of the Life and Character of 
Donna Catharina, Infanta of Portugal, 
and Queen Dowager of England. 
She was Born at Villa Vicoſa in Por- 
tugal, Nov. 14. Old Stile, Ax. 1638, 
and Eſpouſed at Portſmouth by His 
late Majeſty King Charles II. in the 
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2'F Month of May, Az. 1662, ſhe being 
# only Siſter to Don Pedro of the Houſe Þ- 
of Braganza, the preſent King of that 


Kingdom. She Reſides at preſent at 
Lisbon in Portugal. Her original 
Joynture, ſettled by King Charles, 
was 40000 J. per Annum; to which, 
ſome conſiderable Additions have 
been ſince made. This Q. Dowager, or 
Widow-Queen, is ſtill reſpected as a

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Queen in her Widow hood, and keeps 


a Court accordingly ; and ſhou'd ſhe 


Marry a Private Gentleman, (as 


did Katharine, King Henry V. Wife) 
ſhe does not loſe her Dignity.

Queen (never intermedling with 
State Matters.)

the Royal Family, with A Brief 
Account of che Life and Character of 
the Princeſs Sophia. 

King William and the Parliament 
of England, have Settled the Succeſ- 
{ton of the Crown (after Queen Ae 
and her Iſſue) on the Illuſtrious 
Houſe of Hannover; of whom, for 
that reaſon, I ſhall be ſomewhat Par- 
ticular in this place. And here we are 
to obſerve, that James I. King of Eng- 
land, having only one Daughter, 
named Elizabeth, ſhe was Marry'd to 
Frederick V. Eleckor Pal atine; and 
from his ſetting up for the Crawn 
of Bohemia, was ever after, Stil'd, 

Queen 
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Queen of Bohemia. She bore him ſe- 
ral Children; of all whoſe Deſcen- 
dants, I ſhall ſpeak by and by; but 
more particularly here of a Daugh- 
ter of theirs, Born in 1630, named 
Sophia; who, by Order of the Queen 
and Council, is now Pray d for in 


our Churches, and Chappels, and is 


to Inherit the Crown of Enelaud in 
caſe (which God Almighty prevent) 
Queen Anne dye without Iſſue. This 
Princeſs Sophia, is a moſt Accom- 
pliſht Princeſs, for Piety, Juſtice, 
Charity, and Moderation.

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much tor the Birth and Character of 
this Illuſtrious Princeſs. --- Her Chil- 
dren and Deſcendants (now Living) 
are theſe following, viz. George Lewis, 
Born May 28. 1668, who Nov 1. 1682, 
Marry d Sythea Dorathea his firſt Cou- 
tin, and only Daughter to the Duke 
of Zel, by whom he has, 1. George 
Auguſtus, Born Oc. 30. 1683. 2. Do- 
rathea Sophia, Born in 1685. 3. Chri- 
ſtiern,Born Sept. 29. 1671. 4. Erneſtus 
Auguſtus, Born Sept. 17. 1674. 5. So- 

phia Charlotta, Born OF. 20. 1668, 
and Marry'd to Frederick III. the pre- 
tent King of Pruſſza, Oct. 16. 1684, by 
whom he has one Prince only living, 
viz. Frederic William, Born Auguſt 4. 
1688. I might enlarge in the 
Character of the Princeſs Sophia, 
and her Illuſtrious Off- ſpring; but 
I ſpare my ſelf upon this Head, 
hoping our Gracious Queen may 
ver have Iſſue that may Inherit 
Her Matchlets Vertues, and continue 
the Succeilion- of the Crown in a 
Race (Entirzly Engliſh) to the end of 
Time.

E are the Salt of the Earth, ſaith 

our Saviour to his Diſciples 
(with an eſpecial —_— I ſuppoſe, 
to their future Apoſtolical Function) 
Certainly, there is a double portion 
of Knowledge, a greater meaſure of 
Prudence, and a higher ſtrain of Pie- 
ty, and Exemplary Devotion, requir d 


in them that are Spiritual Guides, 
than others: The Copy muſt be fair, 


or the Scholar will ſuffer a great diſ- 
advantage. Men had need be very 
Wiſe, and very Good, that lead others; 
both which may be ſaid of the Bi- 
ſhop of Canterbury. And I may add, 
(to the Honour of the Church of 
England) upon a ſurvey of all Chur- 
ches in the World, We of this Church 


and 
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and Nation are as Happy as any Peo- 


ple under the Sun: We have Excel- 
lent, both Doctrine, and Worſhip; and 
as good a Claſs of ' Biſhops and Cleray, 
as any Church under the Heavens. 
Of this, the. Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury is an eminent inſtance: If we 
ſearch into his Life and Character, 


| we ſhall find it an exact Pattern of 


true Piety, Learning, and Moderation. 
He is the great Lig of the Church 
of England, and may juſtly be call d 


| VENERABLE. for his Heavenly Aſ- 


pet, wherein Gravity and Sweetneſs 


| are well compounded. Had this Pre- 
late liv'd in the primitive Times, he 

had been one of the Exinent Fathers 
of that Age, as he has now the Ho- 
nour to be ſo in this. 


But to proceed to a more cation ar 


Account of his Life. This Pious and 
Learned Primate, was the Son of an 
Eminent. Clergyman. Having by 
hard Study fitted himſelf for the U- 
| niverſity, he was fent to Bennet 
College in Cambridge ; where he at- 
| tain'd to great Eminency of Learning, 
and was the Glory of that Univer-

fity. A Heart ſo naturally bent for 
God's Glory, and the good of Souls, 
cou'd admit no long delays from his 
Work. Being fitted for it, hereſigns 
himſelf to Divine Diſpoſal, to be 
Employ'd where-ever his Call ſhou'd 
int with the cleareſt Evidence ; 
and twas not long e're he was cho-. 
ſen Miniſter of St. Martins For 
Clouds cannot long obſcure that Sun 
which moves directly; as Goodneſs 
makes all Men Honourable, ſo it 
makes em Conſpicuous: Thoſe whoſe 
Actions are Pious, will (like this great 
Prelate) be Eminent in Place and 
Perſon. The firmeſt Baſis for Honour 
to mount uon, is Practical Vertne : 
Indire& and oblique Aſcents may be 
more ſpeedy and early, but they are 
ſubje& to ſudden and certain Preci- 
pices : Thoſe who (like Biſhop Tenni- 
ſon) are rais d upon Vertue, are dura- 
ble and permanent; others may ſhine 
ſooner, but theſe furer and longer; 
Thoſe are as blazing Meteors, theſe as 
fixed Stars.” Twas this conſpicuous 
Piety and Learning, that ſo ſoon 
rais d our Biſhop from a private Poſt, 
2 to 
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59 
to be Miniſter of St. Mirtivs : that 
ſent him from thence to be Bi of 
Lincoln, and afterwards made bim 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury. | 
Having, briefly rep reſented the 
Sphere wherein he mov'd, with re- 
ſpect to his Office, and places of A- 
bode, ec. it remaineth, that I give 
ſome hints of the nature and manner 
of his Motion therein. 

Where ſhall I begin ? When fo ma- 
ny things preſent themſelves , it's 


hard reducing theminto order ; when 


fuch a variety of great Things meer, 
its not eaſie to judge, which moſt 
contributes to his juſt Character. 
I chall firſt ſpeak of him (in a lower 
Orb) as Miniſter of St. Martin. 

Here his Labours were unweary'd, 
and ſuch Efficacy accompany'd the

But the King hearing how uſeful 
he was in the Church. we muſt pre- 
pare to meet him in a higher Sphere; 
and the next Preferment he beſtow d 
upon him, was, the Biſhoprick-of

Lincoln. Here we find him Acting 
ſuitably to the Toil and Greatneſs of 
that = Dioceſs he was call'd to 
preſide over. But he continu'd , Bi- 
ſhop of Lincoln but tew Months: 
For, the King obſerving, that Great- 
neſs and.Goodneſs were the beſt Sup- 
orters of decaying Holineſs, (Biſhop 

Frborſon dying) he made him Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. 

Dr. Tenni ſon being now advanc d to 
the higheſt Pinacle of Church Preter- 
ments, his Conduct is ſo Wile and 
Humble, as convinces 'the World, 
that Tis only Religious and Real Good- 
neſs, eſtabliſhes Greatneſs. He knows, 
and deſerves. all the Reverence due 
to his high Place; but he does not 
ſuffer empty Titles to puff him up z 
or permit. inequality of State, to work 
ſtrangeneſs of Countenance. When 
he was Miniſter of St. Martins, he 
aſſiſted Sir Thomas Armſtrong in his 
Preparation for Deathzat a time,when 
few others. had the courage to viſit 
him. And Dr. Texziſon (now Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury) is the ſame good 
Man that he ever Was; 5 us 8 his 

eing 
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being My Lord, or His Grace, has 
chang d his Temper ; for (contrary 
to mean Spirits) his Honour has made 
him the more Humble, having the 
ſame effe& on his noble Nature, as 
Poverty has upon other People. And 
this great Primate is fo very ready 
to forgive Injuries, that (as was faid 
of Archbiſhop Cranmer) Do my Lord 
of Canterbury an ill Turn, and he is 
ure to be your Friend ever after. And 
in this His Grace may be lik'ned to 
Feungreet, which ( ſays Pliny ) The 
worſe it is handled, the better it proves. 
In a word, he excels in every Grace, 
but his great Humility is the moſt 
ſhining Character of all his Actions, 
and his large Charity the moſt uſe- 


ful. 


Thoſe who never had themſelves 
experience of Want and Diſtreſs, are 
tempted into a neglect and diſregard 
of the Miſerable; but our Generous 
Primate (like his famous Predeceſſor) 


zs rich in this kind of good Works, 
and does as willingly ſeek out Objects 
of his Charity, as: others do avoid em. 
Im credibly inform'd, when Polton 


the 
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the Jeſuit Erected a Free-School to 
Inſtruct Youth in the Popiſh Religion, 
that Biſhop Tenniſon, then Miniſter of 
St. Martins, did (with ſome others) 
Ere& a School at their own proper 
Charges, which was a Dſeful and 
Noble Charity : For without this, the 

r People had been tempted to 
ſend their Children to the Po piſh 
School: So that, the Character which 


Solomon gives of a Vertuons Woman, 


does viſibly belong to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury : She ſtretched 
ont her hand to the Poor; yea, ſhe reach- 
ed forth (both) ber Hands to the Needy; 
and I don't doubt, (His Charities 
are ſo Free and Lar ge) but the Bleſ- 
ſing of him that is ready to Periſh, 
will come upon him. And as he is 
Liberal to the Poor, ſo he is Cour- 
teous to All ; neither are any of his 
Graces and Vertues blemiſht, by Va- 
nity, or Affectation: And, which 
yet makes him the greater Bleſſing, 
He is a Zealous Promoter of the Re- 
formation : So that his whole Life is 
but a Practical Sermon, or Cer ) a 
paſſage to a better. FA 
is 
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The Buſineſs of his Life, is.to Feed 
thatFlock, over which the Holy Ghoſt 
has made him Overſeer ; not to fleece, 
much leſs flea, or ſtatve * em, or grow 
Fat by their Ruine. He has the At- 
fection, as well as Title of a Fa- 
ther; tender, and mild, and compaſ- 
ſonate, even to his diſobedient Chil- 
dren z like thoſe of old, worthy of 
double Honour : ; labouriog i in the Word 
and Doctrine, careful of the Manners 
of thoſe under his Inſpection. And 
as (our Primate) before he arri vd to 
his Dignity, was afraid, rather than 
ambitious of ſo dangerous an Ho- 


nour, ſo far from widning old Wounds, 


that he'd joyfuliy, at the Price of 
his Blood, repair the Breaches of paſt 
Ages : And, which greatly inhances 


his Character, He was never wrought 


up to any Bigeotry in unneceſſary Opi- 


nion. And tho he was made Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, (in the room of 
| ſome that had long expected it) yet 
was he One, whoni no Friends, but 


his own Merits 5 no Party, but that 


of Vertue; no mean Adulation, but 
| folid Worth,and diſtinguiſhing Good- 
K 
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Advancement was with ſo uncon- 
teſted a Deſert, that 'twou'd have 
argu'd Negligence in the King,(whoſe 
Care. was to promote Men of his 
moderate Principles) to have ſuffer d 
his continuing among the croud of the 
World. In a word, Biſhop Teuniſons 
Piety, Gravity, Sweetneſs, Moderation, 
and other ſhining Vertues, ſoften the 
greateſt Enemies of his Name and 
Office; and there is nothing in Na- 
ture that hates him, beſides the De- 
vil and à Jacobite. 

To conclude his Character, He is 
conſummate in all ſorts of Piety and 
Learning, has made the furniſhing of 
Libraries, one of the main Articles 
in his Care of the Publick, and may 


. (deſervedly) be call'd, The Univerſal 
Scholar, But I ſhan't enlarge in his 


Character ; for his Excellent Books 
againſt IAolatry, Hobbs, of Almſerving, 
Setf- Love, Doing Good to Poſterity,Wan- 
aring of the Mind, Atheiſm.Celeſtial Body 
of a Chriſtian, Holy Reſolution, with His 
Serzo7 to the Sons of the Clergy, abun-F

HE Noble Family of the 

Duke of Ormond, is ſaid to 
have drawn its Original from Theo- 
bald, Deſcended from the Antient 
Counts of Brio in No ormandy, who 
was advanc'd, by King Richard, to 
the Office of Chief Butler of Ireland; 
which Office is ſince become the 
Name of the Family. 

James Butler, the preſent Duke of 
Ormond, is the Eldeſt Son of Thomas 
Earl of Offer „ by Amalia the Daug h- 
ter of Lewis de Naſſam, Lord Bever-

waert ; which Earl, being a Perſon 
of ſingular Worth, gave eminent 
proofs, both of his Prudence and Valour 
by Sea and Land. This noble Earl, 
a worthy Son of his Illuſtrious Fa- 
ther, James Duke of Ormond, was 
ſuddenly ſnatchd away by Death in 
the flower of his Age, Julygo. 1680, and 
his Father ſurviv'd him Eight Years ; 
who being Earl of Ormond and Offery, 
Viſcount Tharles, and Baron of Arck- 
low in Ireland, was by K. Charles 1. 
created Marquiſs of Ormond, and by 
K. Charles II. made firſt an Exgliſb 
Peer, by the Titles of Baron of 16-0 
thony, and Earl of Brecknock; after- 
ward Duke of Ormond in Heli, and 
in the Year 1682, Duke of Ormond 
in England In theſe Honours and 
Tides he was ſucceeded by the pre- 
ſent Duke, his Grandſon 3 who fol- 
lows, in Valour and Gallantry, the 
Footſteps of his Grandfather, and Fa- 
ther. © He ſucceeds not only to the 
* Honours of his Anceſtors, but alſo 
to their Vertues ; the long Chain ef 
* Magnaminity, Courage, Faſeneſs of 
* Acceſs, and * re of doing Good, even

© to the injury of his own Fortune, is ſo 
c far from being broken in his Grace, 
< that the precious Mettal yet runs 
pure to the neweſt Link of it, which 
I will not call the laſt, becauſe I 
hope and pray it may deſcend to 
late Poſterity; and his flouriſhing 
5 Youth, and that of his Excellent 
£ Dutcheſs, are happy Omens of this 
Wiſh. In this reſpe&, Brave Men 
(like the Illuſtrious Ormond) never 
Dye; but are like the Phoenix, from 
whoſe perfum d Aſhes, one or other 
doth ſtill ſpring up like them. 

Being now to Characterize the No- 
ble Ormond, (the General of the in- 
tended Deſcent) let us a little draw 
our Minds from the Thoughts of 
England, to the conſideration of that 
glorious Campaign he is going to 
make in Portugal; like thoſe who 
labouring on ſome curious Works, (tor 
ſo I count the Noble Perſons already 
deſcrib'd_) refreſh their Eyes with be- 
holding the Verdure of Meadows, or 
Luſtre of Emralds.

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In giving the Character of this 
reat General, I ſhall firſt ſhew, What

him Cannon-proof.as well as a Wool- 
pack, or a deſperate Clap eating thro' 
his Bones, and making him court 
Death to be rid out, ſince there is 


| no other Remedy. 


Not one of thoſe, whole Life has 
been ſpent in hazardous Expeditions 
from Whitehall, to Covent-Garden, and 
then to the place from whence he 
came; who never Scal'd any Fort, 
but a Baudy-houſe; or come within 
the reach of worſe Bombs or Gra- 
nado's, than are poured out from 
ſome Female Gariſon in the Suburbs, 
in revenge of his beating up their 
_ Quarters. 3 
No, He 35, as far as he anſwers his 
Name, and is a True Or mond; One 
that dares Dye, and yet knows what 
it is to do fo: After all that can be 
{aid or done by hardned deſperate 

Wretches, 
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Wretches, he knows the Debarchee 
ean t be a very good Soldier; at leaſt, 
the Vertuous Man muſt. needs be 
much better; and asks tlioſe who 
queſtion ſo clear a Truth, whether 
of the Two is like to dare Or ac- 
compliſh greater Things. — He that 
Fights blind-fold, and either believes 
Ret s nothing after this Life to Re- 
ward Brave Actions, or gives no heed 
to it if there be? ---- Or he that be- 
ſides the Love to his Country, and the 
ſame Temporal Motives the other 
may act upon, has his beſt Stake ſafe 
after all; and the more Nobly he be- 
haves himſelf in a good Cauſe, ex- 
peas, and is ſure of the Richer Palms, 
and higher Trophies in the other 
World: — The belief of this does 
guard and animate the Valiant Or- 
mond, and has made him HEAD the 
intended Deſcent ; and if all under 
Him do but follow "their Leader , they 
need do no more. This great Ge- 
neral has an Antipathy by Nature, 
againſt Popery, and Arbitrary 
ment: and ſeems made for that very 
End, To Fight « Frenchman. Were 


the 
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_ 
the Blood of the Illuſtrious Ormond 
pe into the ſame Bole with a 

renchman s, twou d certainly refuſe 
to mingle with it; but either ſwim 
uppermoſt like Oil, or like ſome Chy- 
mical Extractions, when mixt with 
other Liquors, Drive it al about the 
Room : And had he one Drop left in 
his own Veins, which he thought 
came from that Inſulting Nation , 
| he'd go near to let it out, tho' his 
Heart had not enough behind for 
| one Pulſe more. Notwithſtanding 
all which, he neither Deſpiſes his 
Enemy before he Conquers, nor In- 
ſults him after; both infallible indi- 
cations of a baſe Temper. 
* The knowledge of Warfare is 
"thrown away on a General who 

. * dares not make uſe of what he 
knows: I commend it only in a 
Man of Courage and of Reſolution ; 
in him it will direct his Martial 
© Ipirit, and teach him the way to 
© the beſt Victories, which are thoſe 
* that are leaſt Bloody, and which 
*tho' Atchiev'd by the Hand, are Ma- 
'nagd by the Head. Pity never 

| L looks 
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© looks' ſo Bright as when it ſhines 


in Steel; and therefore the Gene- 


*rous: Ormond grants his Enemy all 
the Advantages that the Art of Mar 
can afford; beſides a new Martial 
Genius running through the Nation; 
ſo that they ſeem all Mad to be 
Nuoc d o th Head, or to ſerve others 
ſo. His Grace believes that Lewis XIV. 
is the Braveſt Villain ſince Lucifer; 
and as far out-ſhines a puny Nero, 
Julian, or Diocleſian, in Glorious 
Wickedneſs, as they the reſt of Man- 
kind 3 on which account, he thinks 
him well worthy the Thunder of Hea- 
ven, and the Armes of thoſe Brave 
Men that are imbark'd with him. 
How many valiant Soldiers does ſuch 
a Couragious Leader make > Which 
gives us hopes, that the Wild Beast 
of France all this while, keeps the 
World at a Bay, only to bring more 
Glory to the Exgliſh Maſtives, in tea- 
ring him to the Ground. 

But let the Deſcent Succeed, or 
not; the Noble Ormond has a Life 
at the Service of his Queen, his 


Country, and all Mankind, whoſe 


COmmon 
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common Cauſe he now eſteems it, 
and thinks he can never lay his Bones 
more Honourably, than in thoſe pla- 
ces where his Valiant Anceſtors lay 
before him: The very Names of 


Creſſy, Agincourt, Charm him; and 


he d much rather be Bury'd there, 
in the Bed of Honour, than tamely 
Dye at Home, in his own: Nor 
wou'd it be an eaſie Choice, if he 
was either to dye himſelf, or ſee

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Our Valiant Ormond, had rather 
get new Wounds, (which he wears 
as Great-men Stars) than boaſt of his 
old; and be in a new Battle, than 
talk of thoſe he has formerly ſeen. 
Nature it {elf he can Fight with, tho 
perhaps not Overcome ; Rocks, Mourne 
tains, Rivers, Deluges, and Winter, 
never make him afraid z tho' he 
wou'd ſooner wiſh an Enemy that 
gave him leave to exerciſe ſomething 
elſe than Paſſive Valour. However, 
in ſuch caſes as theſe, he maintains 
his own Ground, tho' he can't, per- 
haps, gain another; or at leaſt, quits 
it, not loſes it; may Retire, but xe- 
ver Runs away; and his Retreat is 
like a Ram's, to come on with grea- 
ter Vengeance ; or the Sun, which 
mounts ſo low in Winter, only to 
take the advantage of wheeling abour, 
and riſing agen in Summer, when the 
Sawcy Fogs and Miſts muſt all fly 
before him. The Illuſtrious Ormond

Thus we find in the Noble Ormond 
the true Spirit and Bravery of old 
Rome, that deſpiſes all Dangers ;

natural Temper, (Fierce to none but his 
Country's Foes) deſtroy the engaging 
Sweetneſs, his agreeable Converſa- 
tion abounds with; which, height- 
ned with a large ſhare of Valour and 
Judgment, improve as well as de- 
lights.

Neither do theſe Excellencies puff 
him up : For (to compleat his Cha- 
rater) he is that Prave Ormond I 
have here deſcrib d, without the leaſt 
tincture of Pride, or Vanity.

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nity has always been the Refuge of 
Little Souls, that place their Value 
in Pompous Living, and Big Titles : 
The meer Man of Quality wou'd 
(cheaply) purchace Reſpect by ſuch 
Toys as theſe ; but were there any 
Merit in ſuch GREATNESS, the 
Duke of Ormond wou'd be ador'd ; 
for he has ſuch a Noble Seat at Kil- 
kenny (which I once ' ſaw) as may 
properly be call'd the Eliſium of Ire- 
land; and were not His Grace better 
principl'd than to forget Heaven for 
the fake of a Periſhing Glory, he'd 
little think of Manſions hereafter, 
who has ſuch a Paradiſe as this to 
Dwell in.

HE Family of Donglas, is a 

very Great and Ancient Fa- 

mily in Scotland; of which there is a 
particular Hiſtory, by a very Lear- 
ned Pen, who equalizes them to any 
of the Ancient Rowan Families; and 
ives them the preference to all Eu- 
rope, thoſe of Crown d Heads excepted. 


They have been particularly Famous 


for great Generals; there having 
been more of this Name, than any 
other that is to be met with in Hi- 
ſtory. Nor is it their Native Coun- 
try alone which is indebted to their 
Valour, but they have ſignaliz d them- 
ſelves in moſt Parts of Europe, and 

Par- 
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particularly in France, where they 
have had great Commands, and Ti- 
tles, as Duke of Turein, &c. The 
Noble Emulation, betwixt this Fa- 
mily, and the Piercies, Earls of Nor- 
thumberland, for Martial Prowels, is 
every where met with in Hiſtory ; 
and the great Figure which the Dou- 
glaſſes do ſtill make in Scotland, is 
well enough known. Their Chief is 
the preſent Marquis of Douglas, 
whoſe Eldeſt Son bears the Title of 
Earl of Angus. His Grace the preſent 
D. of Hamilton, is an Eldeſt Son of this 
Family by a 2d Marriage; and the 
Duke of Qucensberry (whole Chara- 
cter I'm now attempting) is allo of 
„ this Family; as is the Earl of Morton, 
; Farfar, Lord Mordington, &c. I am 
7 not capable to give a full Character 
. of the Duke of Queensberry; all I

ir 1 ſhan't ſpeak of the Wit and Parts 
= of this Great Man, or of thoſe Ex- 
id | | emplary 
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emplary Vertues that ſhin'd fo Bright 
in his Youthful Days: To give a 
Character of all theſe, wou'd require 
a Volume; I ſhall therefore wave 
em, and only ſpeak of the Duke of 
eensberry as High Commiſſioner : 
And that no Man may ſuſpect what 
I ſay of him in this High Poſt, as a 
piece of Flattery, I do aſſure my Rea- 
der, that I have uſed all poſſible care 
to take my Information from Per- 


ſons of Integrity, who have the grea- 


teſt reaſon to know him; and my 
own Obſervation has furniſh d me 
with ſeveral Particulars. 

His Grace the Duke of Queen cborry 
had an Eminent Relation to our late 
Glorious Monarch, when he 1 
ſented him in the Station of High 
Commiſſioner. And tis his great 2 2 
have again Prefer'd him to the ſame 
Character now, under his Excellent 
Succeſſor. He has been twice High 
Commiſſioner, yet never affected an

Queen; nor that tis below him, 
to ſerve em both with his Sword 
and Life. His Loyalty fits like his Ho- 
nour, eaſie and free, and yet ſteady and 
unmoveable ; He is the ſame good Man 
under all Events. He was faithful to his 
Great Truſt when K. William Reign d, 
and is now as Loyal to Queen Anne; 
and ſhou'd his Country call him, 
wou'd refuſe no Hazard, think much 
of no Charge, to Preſerve it. No 
Man is better Qualify'd for High Com- 
miſſioner, than the Duke of Queenſ- 
berry; for he's a Man of white Hande, 
and a clean Soul, an excellent Pay- 
maſter, and a moſt Accompliſot Gen- 
tleman, And being ſet on the Pina- 
cle of Honour, Every thing he ſees, in- 
forms him, When he Repreſents the 
Queen in Parliament, his Expert- 
ence runs back to the laſt Reign, and 
recovers Events out of Memory ; and 
then preventeth Time, in flying for- 
ward to future Things; and com- 
paring one with the other, he gives 
a Verdict well near Prophetical ; and 
Hi, ConjeFures are better than an- 


N other's 
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other e Judgment. And, which is ne- 
ceſſary to a Man in his High Poſt, 

He is Lord of Himſelf : His Paſſions 
are ſo many good Servants, which 
ſtand in a diligent Attendance, ready 
to be commanded by Law, Rea ſon, 
and Religion; and if at any time, 


forgetting their Duty, they begin to 


Rebel; he can firſt conceal their 
Mutiny, then ſuppreſs it: So that 
in Matters of State, he. is never at a 


loſs; but hath fo Projected all his 


Courſes, that a ſecond begins, where 
the firſt fail d: And (which ſhews 
him a Man of a piercing Judzment) 
fetcheth ſtrength trom that which 
fucceeded not. ---It further heightens 
His Grace's Character, that he's a Wil- 
liamite Duke; (if I may ſo ſpeak) for 
he early Embark'd on the Revolution 
Bottom, (was one of the firſt of the 
Noblemen in Scotland, that Declar'd 
for the Prince of Orange) and was 
eminently Zealous and * * to the 
Ends and Meaſures of His Late Ma- 
jeſty. No Man will doubt this, that 
Reads his Speech to the Scotch Parlia- 
ment; wherein he ſays, that While

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Religion and Liberty are in any Val ue, 
King William's Memory mull be in 


| perpetual Honour. 


This Duke's Reſpect to the King's 
Memory, makes me ſuſpe& thoſe 
Mens Senſes fail em, (which we call 


| Facovites) who both Did, and Spoke as 


much as He, for the late Revolution, 
and yet have long ſince forgot every 
word on't. But however forget- 
ful others have been, His con- 


ſtant Loyalty to King William juſti- 


fies the Queen's Prudence, in conti- 
nuing him High Commiſboner; and he 
further merits this great Honour, as 
his eminent Piety (as well as his 
high Place) has ever ſet him above 
Bribes ; like the Great Hales, he e- 
ſteems em venemous, tho' they come 
gilded over with the colour of Gra-

His Grace is ſo Punctual to his great

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Senſes; And when his Name is tra- 
duc'd, (as has been the Fate of the 
beſt Favourites) his Innocency bears 
him out with Courage. So that come 
what will, he either triumphs in his 
Integrity, or ſuffers with it. 

To conclude all, His Piety hath 
coſt him much, and he can both 
Keep, Value, and Employ it. He is 
his own Lawyer, the Treaſury of Know- 
Fedge, the Oracle of Scotland, Blind in 
no Max's Cauſe, but beſt ſigbted in the 
Queen. 

I qvou d enlarge in his Grace's Cha- 
racter, but that his Fame (by the 
many Services he has done the Crown) 
has made it needleſs.

T muſt be confeſs'd, tis a bold 
and dangerous thing to attempt 

the Character of one of the Greateſt 
Men which ourAge has produc'd,eſpe- 
cially for one who has not the ho- 
nour of any perſonal Intimacy with 
him. All that's to be done, is from 
what has been already faid by others, 
to endeavour at ſomething ſo like 
him, that any one who ſees it, may 
ſay, Twas meant for the Picture of 
the Great Rocheſter, how infinitely 
ſoever it muſt of neceſſity be ſhort of 
its Original. 

But to proceed to his Character, 
Laurence Hyde (Uncle to Queen 
Anne, and Brother to the Earl of 
Clarendon) was firſt created Viſcount 
of Kenelworth, and afterwards 2 2 
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of Rocheſter, by Charles Il. whom he 
Serv'd as Ambaſſador Extraordinary 
to Poland, and Plenipotentiary at the 
Treaty of Nimeguen. 

King William III. finding him qua- 
lify'd for a high Poſt, made him Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland; and the Go- 
vernment was ſo well Adminiſtred 
by this Noble Lord, that our Graci- 
ous Queen (who promis d to diſtin- 
guiſh Perſons of Piety and Vertue, by 
Marks of her Royal Favour) hasthought 
good to continue him in the ſame 
Character: And his Excellency (be- 
ing a Zealous Son of the Church) 
ſtood yet the fairer for this Honour, 
as the Queen's Principles keep Her in- 
tirely firm to the Intereits and Religion 
of the Church of England ; and (as ſhe 
declares in her Speech) encline her 
to countenance ij oſe who have the trueſs 
Zeal to Support it. 

His Excellency ſeems ſet by Heaven 


in this conſpicuous Place, on purpoſe 


to Guide the People into the Path 
of Love and Obedience to their Go 
and Queen. | 


He 
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He is a Perſon of extraordinary 
Senſe,” and very cloſe Thinking; 
which he has the happineſs of be- 
ing Able to expreſs in Words, as 
Manly and Appoſite, as the Senſe in- 
cluded under em. „ 
He is a Refin d Polititian, without 
What, ſome will ſay, tis impoſſible to 
be ſo, and that's Di ſimul ation. When Af- 
fronts are offer d him, he does not 
(as others) diſſemble em; but (like 
himſelf) only ſcorn and conquer em. 

He is ſo Cautious and Wiſe, that 
he was noted for it all through the 
worſt of Times, and often propos d 
as an Example to others of hotter and 
more imprudent Temper s. 

And, (which proves his Loyalty) 
He is ſuch a firm adherer to the Royal 
Line, that in the Debates of the 
Houſe of Commons, about the Bill of 
Excluſion, he ſtrenuouſly Oppos'd it; 
ashoping we might have been Happy 
under the Government of the Duke 
of Tork, if he came to be King. 

But that which compleats his Cha- 
racter, is, his great Zeal for the Church 
of England. He is lo truly devout

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. in this Primitive-way of Serving 
f God, that he'lt ſcarce conſent that 
the leaſt Pin of the Epiſcopal Build- 
ing ſhou'd be taken out, tor fear the 


whole Fabrick ſhou'd ſuffer by it. 

But tho' he's ſtrict to his own Prin- 
ciples, yet towards Diſſenters, he's 
| Compaſiionate, and Gentle, and hum- 
I bly Proud to be of the ſame Judg- 
ment with his Generous Sovereign, 

and therefore acquieſces in, nay. is 
extreamly ſatisfy d with Her Majeſties 
good Intentions, and legal Kindneſs 
towards Her Diſſeating Subjects; and 
I don't doubt but he heartily deſires 
a Cloſer Union between all ſuch as 
there s any appearance of Accommo- 
dation withal; and certainly A Bill of 
| Comprehenſion, wou'd conduce to Eng- 
land's Sirength and Happineſs, who 
muſt needs have frequent Qualms 
and Sickneſſes, while little leſs than 
two Nations are ſtruggling within her. 
So that his Zeal for the Church, 1s 
the moſt Remarkable Quality in him, 
and fo perfumes the Actions of his 
whole Life, that it makes him what- 
ever is Brave, Generous, Merciful, 
O Jul, 
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Juſt, and Good. — Take him in all 
| his Statiens, (as Ambaſſador, Privy 
Councellor, and Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land) there's ſtill the ſame Vein of 
Engliſh Bravery, true Courage, love 
of Liberty, due Moderation, hatred 
of Tyranny, Eternal Truth and Fr 
delity, that runs through him with- 
out diſtinction. | 

This is the Character of 4 true Son 
of the Church: Then look cloſe, and 
ſee if His Excellency does not an- 
ſwer, if not exceed it: For, where 
(hall we find ſtrièt Morals, unaffected 
Devotion, refin'd Loyalty, or that 
Old Engliſh Hero, that made France 
and the World Tremble, if not in the 
Great Rocheſter? 

'Tis true, His Excellency does not 
arrogate to himſelf, what Old Bra-

mate, or Equal to his own Queen, 
yet he is fo to many others: And 
much more properly, than the Car- 
dinals, a Fellow for ary Prince in Chri- 
ſtendom. *Tis true, he has not the 
| Title 
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Title of King yet, as Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland; he Lives in as much 


Grandure AS many Princes of Europe: 
For (like Crowned Heads) he has 
ſeveral Officers belonging to the 
Houſhold ; ſuch as Steward, and Com- 


ptrolor ; who on State Days carry 
White Wands as the Enfigns of * 


Office. 

When he goes to Church, the 
Streets from the Caſtle Cate (his 
Place of Reſidence) to the Church- 
door, are lind with Soldiers ; they 
are preceded by the Purſivants of the 
Council-Chamber, and two Maces; 
and on State Days, by the King and 
Heralds at Armes, their Chaplains, 
and Gentlemen of the Houſhol with 
Pages and Footmen bare Headed ; 
When he alights from his Coach, 
(in which commonly the Lord Chan- 
cellor, and one of the prime Nobi- 


lity fit with him) the Sword of Stare 


1s deliver'd to ſome Lord to carry 
before him; and in the like manrer 
he returns back to the Caſtle, where 
the ſeveral Courſes at Dinner are 
uſher'd in by Kettle Drums and Trum- 

 Q2 pets, 
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pets, c. And in theſe Cavalcades, 
the Coach in which he Rides, is 
Drawn by Eight Horſes, attended 
by a Troop of his Guards; af- 
ter which tollow a long Train of 
Coaches, that belong to the ſeveral 
Lords andGentlemen who attend him. 
Here we behold him in the Zenith 
of his Honours, and (next and im- 
mediately under the Queen) Sapreme 
Governour of Ireland. In this High 
Poſt he's the ſame Good Man that 
he ever was: The Honour which he 
has receiv'd from the Queen, has 
made no alteration in his former en- 
Raging Temper and Carriage : Fe is

before : Whereas we daily ſee many 


Perſons, whom a little Honour, or Ad- 


vancement, changes from all the good

99 
cauſe them to. loſe ſome outward 
Civilities from thoſe that are daz- 
led with their ſhining Grandeur, yet 
they do thereby loſe all that Reve- 
rence and Eſteem in the Minds of 
Men, vhich otherwiſe they might 
expect: But the Great Rocheſter me- 
rits all the Deference that can be paid 
to a Man of Honour; for the noble 
Blood that has fill d his Veins, has 
not ſwell'd his Heart; he is ſtill as 
Humble as he 1s Great, and (tho' he 
be Lord Lieutenant of Ireland) uſes 
ſuch an obliging Mein to all, as if 
he thought the only thing valuable 
in Greatneſs, is the Power it gives 
to Oblige. 

In a word, the Noble Rocheſter 15 
an abſolute Courtier, but never for-

He knows the Conſtitution of the 
Government in which he lives ; and 
knows that it has intruſted him with 
that high Station, on purpoſe To 
trim the Veſſel of. the Commonwealth :

I've laſt Characteriz d, to the 
Lower Nobility and Gentry of the 
Nation; who, as theſe upper Noble- 
men are fit Company tor Kings; ſo are 
they for Noblemen. And here, the 
firſt I ſhall attempt to Characterize, 
is Sir Thomas Littleton, Knt. and Bar. 
Treaſurer of the Navy, and a Mem- 

ber of the enſuing Parliament. 
His Perſon is of the Middle-ſize, his 
Temper even and agreeable, and ſuch 
as render his Vertues even more love- 
ly than they do him; his Piety and 
Devotion as unaffected, and yet as 
remarkable, as his Love to the Church 
of England; the True Church of Eng- 
land, not thoſe Tumors and W 2 
that 
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that grew upon it ; 'and pretended to 
be not only Part, but All of it, in 
the late Bad Times. 8 

But deſigning but a ſhort Chara- 
cter of this Worthy Patriot, let's look 
for him next, where he appears beſt, 
—— 11 the Venerable Houſe of Commons, 
(it it ben't a (ort of Sacrilege to ap- 
proach that liztle leſs than Holy 
Ground) Settling the Concerns of 
ſuch a Nation, as (perhaps) requires 
the Wiſeſt Heads in the World to 
do it: Righting the Oppreſſed and 
Innocent, more than pitying the Mi- 
ſerable, and. promoting ſuch good 
and wholſome Laws, as Fifty Ages 

hence may Bleſs him for. 
Sir Thomas is a Man of a Noble 
Courage, which he does not expreſs 
by Quarels or Duelling, but Serving 
his Country in the moſt difficult De- 
bates. He was formerly Speaker 
to the Houſe of Commons, and is in 
the Parliament Houſe, a True Engliſb- 
man---dtill the ſame--you know where 
he will be ; tor the Good of his 
Country being always in his Eye, he 
never moves. He is a ſtrenuous Aflertor 
wo . 
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and Defender of his Country Religion 


and Rights againſt all Oppoſers, and 


that in a Lawful and Parliamentary Me- 
thod ; being a Perſon of great Judg- 


ment. He is not laviſh of his Diſ- 


courſe, but whatever he ſpeaks, is al- 
ways very home, and much to the 
purpoſe. . 
He is free from Faction, and Noiſe, | 
and Anger; not ſo weak, as to give 
ſuch an Advantage, as any muſt have 
who contends with one that's ſtark 


Blind; as how much better is he 
that's Paſſionate? . 


He is not over-fond of Alterations 
in Government, eſpecially thoſe. of 
reat conſequence ; but when the 
mmon Good requires it, he thinks 
there is no Government can. want 
Means of clearing itfelf from any 
preſſing and dangerous Inconveni- 


ence ; ſince otherwiſe, what is the 
\ greateſt Bleſſing of God, wou'd un- 


avoidably prove the greateſt Curſe to 


Mankind. "Twas this, among other 
unanſwerable Reaſons, induc'd him 
heartily to join with the Horſe of 

Commons, in defiring K. William and 


Q. Mary 
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Q. Mary, to accept the vacant Crown 
of England: And as no Argument, 
but the Juſtice and neceſſity of fo do- 
ing, prevail'd with him to eſpouſe 
that Intereſt ; ſo nothing cou'd un- 


ſettle, or break that Sacred Allegiance, 


which with Heart and Tongue he 
had Sworn to Their late Majeſties ; 
and fince their Deaths, to their law- 
ful Succeſſor, Queen Arne. . ... 
According whereunto, lets ſee him 
in the Country, on any. apprehen- 
ſion of Invaſion, .or other Danger, 


Heading the Militia, encouraging them 
by his Purſe, Perſon, and Example, 
with Loyalty and Bravery, Heredi- 


tary to his Family, derived down 


from many generous Anceſtors, pro- 


digal of his Blood in ſo noble a Cauſe, 
and difcontented at nothing, but 
that the cowardly Enemy hovers. off, 
and will not Land; unleſs by ſtealth, 
as the Turkiſh Pirates, nor dare ſtand 


the graſp of an Engliſoman. Thus 


he redeems that Honour on the Shore 


which in former Years we had like 


to have loſt at Sea; and when the 
Cloud is over, retires into his well- 
bf 
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order d Family, with as much Quiet, 
and little Oſtentation, as the meaneſt 
Perſon in it. N 
Whither, if it be not ill manners 
to follow him, let's ſee him there ex- 
erciſing that Hoſpitality, which (like 
Aſtrea) might ſeem to have leſt the 
World, were there not fome good 
Houſes like his, where ſhe is ſo well 
entertain'd, as to oblige her conti- 
nuance amongſt us. There are very 
few French Faſhions he is in love with, 
but leaſt of all, that which hath of late 
Years got {ſo much ground in Eugland, 
Starving their Servants, to Enrich their 
Whores. He thinks.a good Diſh of 
Meat looks full as well at his own 
Table in the Country, as at a City 
Tavern. Atter Dinner, he Drinks 
Queen Annes Health heartily ; but 
thinks, tis an odd Expreſſion of his: 
Allegiance, to pretend (as ſome in 
ſuch caſes) To Gund by Her with Life 
and Fortune ſo long, till they can neither 
Go, nor Stand; never admiring ei- 
ther that Loyalty, or Hoſpitality, 
which ſcems troubl'd with the Drop- | 
lic, conſiſting in nothing but a Skir- | 
full of Liquor. © FR In! 
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In Elections, he appears rather 
Ready and Willing, than weakly Am- 
bitious to Serve his Country; and 
as his Intention is indeed to do that, 
not to ſerve himſelf of it, rather ſuſ- 
pects than imitates thoſe who laviſh 
away ſufficient to make a Fortune for 
one of their Children, to obtain 
that Honour ; not forgetting the 
Names of too many, who not an Age 
ſince Bought their Country dearly, 
but Sold it at a better price than they 
gave for it; deſerving in the mean 
while a Title near kin to what that 
Monſter of Ludeneſs, Commodns , 
gave to the Romans, when {laviſhly 
crouching to his Tyranny, and 
miniſtring to his Vices, whom he 
thought he extreamly oblig'd, when 


he directed his Letters to 'em, by the 


Stile of Senatui Commodliano. 

He pities thoſe miſerable Gentle- 
men, whoſe Education, or manner of 
Life, has render d em fit Company 
for nothing but Dogs and Horſes 
accordingly Breeds his Relations in- 
genuouſly, and Teaches em better by his 
own Example, than all the in 

oth 
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both Univerſities. Thus, knowing 
that Converſation Makes, or Ruines; 
and is both the moſt a greable Diverter, 
and profitable Inſtructor of Mankind, 
he chuſes ſuch as may beſt anſwer 
both choſe Ends. And among others, 
he thinks himſelf happy in the Ac- 
quaintance of ſeveral Ingenious Gen- 
tlemen of the Clergy; and can find 
betterEntertainment in theirconverla- 
tion, than either Railing againſt, or 
Ridiculing em. He eonfiders they 
are Men, as well as others; and no 
more expedts them Angels, than believes 
em Devils. If he ſees any of em 
_ guilty of an Action unbecoming their 
character, hes more a Gentleman, 
than to make it his Diverſien, to un- 
cover their Shame z much leſs is he ſo 
ill-natur d, to charge the Faults of this 
particular Perſon, or another, on the 
whole Bod, Tho he both Honours 
and Loves «© Clergy, yet he thinks 
it not inc tent with that Reſpect 
he has fo: . to believe em neither 
Infallible, in Doctrine, nor Practice. 
Their Ju: ment he eſteems, not ido- 
lizes ; aud can think em both ng 
an 
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and Wiſe, without making em Gods. 
But'tho' Sir Thomas has this due Re- 
{ſpect for the Clergy, and is himſelf 7 
true Son of the Church of Engl and, And 
a moſt ſtrict obſerver of all its Rites, 
yet he can't in the Teaſt approve or 


admire the teſty Biegotry of ſome Men; 


who either from a marrow miſtaken 
Frtereſt or too much choler in their 
Conſtitution, are for hazarding the 
Loſs of Three Kingdoms, rather than 


part with the lea paring of 4 Cere, 


nony, to procure fo detireable and 
ſolid a Happineſs, as 'twou'd be, for 
Brethren to dwell together 1 In Unity. 

To. conclude his Character, He's 
Witty, Brave, exactly Honourable; 


Pious, and Faithful to. his Great 


Tru; and if ever that Character be- 
long d to any Man, it does to Sir 
Thomas Littleton, that He Lives Oni- 
verſally Belov'd 5 and when-ever 'h2 
Dies, 0 he's ſuch a Publick Bleſſing) 
will be as generally Lamented.

pleat Citizen, a wiſe Alderman, and 

a Zealous Church of England Man 

and all that know him, 165 own, he 

is very much a Gentleman ; 0 that 
thin ſort of Animal, that flutters From 

Tavern to Playhouſe, and back again; 


all his Life made up of Wig and Cre- 


vat, without one Dram of Thought 


in his compoſition, but one who has 


{olid Worth, well dreſs'd and ſet out 


to the World. — Alderman Heathcot, 
without F lattery, deſerves to be call 4 ; 
ajvery f fine Man; of a lovely Propor- 

tion, extreamly well Made, as hand- 
ſome a Mein, and good an Air, as 


(perhaps) few i in England exceed him.

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So that his Body makes a very hand- 


ſome and creditable Tenement for his

Fools act as they pleaſe, Mr. Heathcot

But as he forgets ſome things, (or 
endeavours to do it) ſo hell be ſure 
to remember others. Tis thought he 
needs no Monument to put him in 
mind, who 'twas Fir'd London, and 
Burnt our Houſes about our Ears; 
nor yet, who Redeem'd us from a Fate 
(perhaps) worſe than the firſt, He re- 
#2embers very well who took away theChar- 
ter, and who reſtor d it again + The 
Duke of Tork was extreamly helpful 
towards the one, and the late King 
James perform'd the other, of his 
meer Motion, and voluntary Princely 
Good-will, when the Prince of Orange 
was making haſte hither with Twenty 
Thouſand Men at his Heels, to per- 
{wade himto't. He remembers what 
kind of things former Elections have 
been, and how fairly they are Ma- 
nag d now : And that we once had 
Mayors and Sheriffs; but what ſome 
did, what others Suffer d, wou d for- 
get, if tis poſſible, The happy 
ä — 7 = age 
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change in our Fortunes, he would willingly ſalute, 
as well as the Cauſe thereof, with as many and as 
grateful Acclamarions, as the Romans did our Conſtan- 
tine; or indeed, not to go fo far back, London her- 
ſelf, Queen Anne at her Acceſſion to the Crown ; for 
whom, this Loyal City think they can never do e- 
nough, as ſhe has promis'd to Protect the Church, 
and to Rule according to Law. For which Reaſon, 
Alderman Heathcot will bring in (with a liberal Hand) 
his Thoufands and Hundreds, as oit as the Publick 
Neceſſity requires it; and that from a much more 
generous Principle, t han becauſe he knows not where 
to make better Advantage on't,or to avoid the Odium 
of being thought a Jacobite.

I wou'd enlarge in the Life and Character of Al- 
derman Heathcot, had not his general (and deſerv'd) 
Fame render'd this Panegyrick needlefs; and for 
thoſe Hot-heads that think otherwiſe, they can be ne 
Friends to a good Magiſtrate, or their Native Country; 
Tor, I may fay of Alderman Heathcot, (as K. Willi-y 
faid of Mr. Carſtaires) I have known him long, and I 
know him throughly, and 1 know him to be a truly Me-
